A new type of stainless colored steel, produced by the method of Soviet 
scientist S, A, Vekshinskiy, was found to have excellent properties, It is produced 
by breaking up the molten metal into tiny particles or atoms, which causes the steel 
to change color, When cooling off, the steel acquires rose, green, and gold shades, 
Colored stainless steel has almost no magnetic properties, which facilitates 
processing.

Action To Be Taken by Enlisted Personnel of the Ath Battery in the 
Event of an Alert, 


1. An alert is to be sounded by repeated rappings on a piece of rail accompanied 
by shouting "alert," 


2, Battery assembly area during an alert is Langensbruck. 
3. Quantity of supplies which should be on hand in an alert: 


a) Artillery rounds, 1 unit of fire, 200 times 4 equals 800 rounds. 
e Rifle cartridges, 3 wits of fire. 
c) One day's iron rations per man (dry rations). 
ad) One and one-half fuelings of gasoline: one in the trucks and one-half 
to be carried aboard trucks (two barrels). , 


Notes 

1. Rifle cartridges are to be kept under lock and seal, in the custody of the battery. 
2. Artillery rounds are to be kept in the ammunition supply storehouse, 

3. Provisions are to be kept in the food and forage supply storehouse. 


4. Period of time designated in preparing for march: winter, 1 hour; summer, 
40 minutes. 


5. The "all clear" signal is to be sounded by repeated rappings on a piece of 
rail, accompanied by shouting "all clear." 


Action To Be Taken By Various Personnel: 


Officer of the Day 


Is, in the event of an alert, to arouse personnel by shouting "alert"; 
informs unit commander by messenger; issues weapons, gas masks and bandoleers; 
carries out any further order of the senior sergeant and the battery commander; 
sends orderlies back to their sections. Orderlies: for the battery commander and 
the deputy commander for political affairs, Private Gusev; for the platoon com 
manders, Junior Sergeant Tolpinskiy; for the training battery, Private Korobov. 


Battery Commander 


Receives packet from deputy, chief of staff containing extract of action to 
be taken during the alert, plus requsitions for fuel, ammmition and provisions; 
gives officer of the day topographic’ maps; returns to command unit and lead it 
to assembly area; reports to commander of unit on preparedness of unit. 


Platoon Commanders 


Receive topographic maps from officer of the day and return to their 
platoons; supervise preparation of personnel and equipment for the march; supervise 


loading of equipment and ammunition: report to battery commander on preparedness 
of platoon and act on his further orders. me pai 


Battery Senior Sergeant a 
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Issues haversacks and equipment assigned to be carried in alert; sends 
ammunition boxes to gun park; surrenders billets and remaining equipment to 
commander of the billeting and economic unit; receives one day's iron rations per 
man from food and forage storehouse; loads office equipment on truck belonging 
to No 4 gun section (Driver Perov); assumes command of No 4 gun section. 


Section Commanders 


Supervise the rousing of their sections; receive from officer of the day 
and distribute weapons, gas masks, bandoleers; receive from senior sergeant and 
distribute haversacks and equipment; check personnel, equipment and guns; lead 
sections to battery gun park; load equipment and prepare guns for the march; 
commander of No 1 gun section picks up 32 boxes of ammunition at warehouse and 
places himself at head of battery column; ammunition is then divided equally among 
trucks; commander of No 3 gun section picks up two barrels of gasoline at fuel and 
lubricants storehouse and meets section at pattery assembly area. 


Soldiers 


Dress quickly; receive weapons, bandoleers, gas masks, haversacks and 
remaining equipment; take their place in ranks; act on further orders of section 
commanders; drivers go to gun park and prepare their trucks for the march; range 
finder operators pick up their instruments and proceed to gun park; Junior Sergeant 
Maslov and the commander of headquarters section receive radio from chief of 
communications and load it on truck of No 4 gun section; telephone operators load 
signals equipment on truck of No 4 gun section; Private Protskikh picks up 49 
boxes of ammunition at storehouse and takes his place in battery column.
